HOOVER REPEATS 
BUDGET BALANCING 
WARNING 10 U.S. 


President Defends Robin- 
son Relief Plan as Means 
of Easing Employment 
Situation in Nation.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—(UP)| 


President Hoover warned the nation 
tonight the government intends to use 
drastic means to balance the budget 
and defended the proposed unemploy- 


ment relief program as an emergen- 
cy measure necessary to fight the 
depression. 

In a White House statement, Mr. 
Hoover said he had been conferring 
with senate and fiscal leaders on 
means of establishing unity of ac- 
tion on general relief to restore pub- 
lic confidence, and added the govern- 
ment would 
this task is done. 

The president reiterated the im- 
perative ‘and immediate step is to 
balance the budget and said when 
“our people recover from frozen con- 
fidence” the nation’s credit machin- 
ery again will function normally and 
there will be no need to exercise the 
emergency powers already vested in 
governmental agencies. 

“If unity of action on these ex- 
tension of powers are kept within 
the limits I have proposed,” the 
statement said, “they do not affect 
the budget. They do not constitute 
a drain on the taxpayers. They con- 
stitute temporary mobilization of tim- 
id capital for the positive and defi- 
nite purpose of speeding recovery of 
business, agriculture and  employ- 


ment,”

The president, who, until a few 
days ago, steadfastly opposed any 
federal relief program, said “I have 
no taste for any such emergency pow- 
ers in the government,” but added 
that ‘“‘we are fighting the economic 


consequencies of overliquidation and |

The battle to set 
our economic machine in motion in 
this emergency takes new forms and 
requires new tactics from time to 
time.”

ASKED OF CURTIS 
BY GANG Al Sth 


Norfolk Activities Con- 
vinced Lindbergh Who 
Agreed To Pay But Not 
Before Delivery. 


NEW YORK, May 13.—(4)—The 
New York Daily News says John 
Hughes Curtis, Norfolk (Va.) inter- 
mediary in the Lindbergh kidnaping 
ease, today furnished New Jersey 
state police with the names and de- 
scriptions of the supposed abductors, 
with whom he was dealing at the 
time the baby’s body was found. 

“After listening.to these stories of 


Curtis and Dr. John F. Condon, two | 


principal intermediaries in the case,” 
the paper said, “authorities were con- 
vinced the men whom Curtis named 
comprised the desperate band that kid- 
naped and slew the baby; obtained 
$50,000 in the ‘Jafsie’ fraud, and were 
attempting to snare $200,000 more 
through Curtis when the body was 


found.” 

The Daily News gave the following 
account of attempts made by Curtis 
and Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh to 
consummate negotiations with the men 
they believed to be holding the baby: 

The gang, aboard a 116-foot fishing 
schooner of the Gloucester type with 
an auxiliary 275-horse powered motor, 
put out from Cape May, N. J., the 
night of April 21. Curtis was led to 
believe the baby was put aboard that 
same’ night. 

“The day before Curtis~had visited

new there ’Wwas no baby aboard at 
that time. 

Then followed a long and fruitless 
attempt on the part of Curtis, later 
joined by Lindbergh himself, to locate 
the boat and make a definite deal, 

The gang had furnished Curtis with 
numerous “proofs” that they were 
the actual kidnapers and had the 
baby. 

They gave to Curtis, for delivery to 
Lindbergh, a photograph of a child, 
purporting to be the flyer’s namesake. 

They said the picture was taken by 
them after the kidnaping. 

They showed Curtis $1, 500 in bills 
of small denominations which they 
said were part of the $50,000 ransom 
Dr. Condon paid to a man in a Bronx 
cemetery April 2. 

“That 50 grand was taken by a 
double crosser in-our crowd and we 
have taken good care of him,’ was 
their sinister explanation. 

They attempted to prove further 
they were the actual kidnapers by 
demonstrating their authorship of the 
ransom notes received by Lindbergh. 

They demanded the payment of 


$200 £000. 


“Not one cent until the baby is in 
my arms,’’ Lindbergh informed them. 

“O,. K. with us,” came back word 
from the gang. 

Talk of placing a substantial part 
of the ransom demand in escrow in 


turning a $50,000 check over to Cur- 
tis. 

Curtis and Lindbergh went out on

Senators and representatives moved 
to enact new anti-kidnaping laws. 

Chairman Norris, of the senate ju- 
diciary committee, said categorically 
that legislation would be hastened to 
place kidnaping under federal juris- 
diction. Representative Cochran, of 
Missouri, author of a measure to 
make the transportation of abducted 
persons across state lines a capital 
offense, said that action, withheld for 
fear of hampering the search, would 
now be taken. 

Messages of sympathy were direct- 
ed to Colonel Lindbergh and his wife 
from all corners of the capital. Presi- 
ident Hoover dispatched a message of 
condolence to Hopewell, expressing 
his personal sorrow at the tragedy. 
His telegram was not made public. 

Discussed by Cabinet. 

The kidnaping and murder were 
discussed at the president’s meeting 
with his cabinet. One after another 
of the cabinet officers left the White 
House with expressions of sympathy 
for the Lindberghs. 

Vice President Curtis spoke of the 
case as “shocking.” Secretary Adams 
declared it “a terrible tragedy,” and 
indicated that although the naval im 
telligence had not been included in 
the president’s mention of secret serv- 
ices, any aid the navy could render 
would be given.

HOPEWELL, N. J., May 13.— 
The picture of a father standing alone 
before the body of his slain son, a 
mother secluded in grief and a presi- 
dent calling for action inspired the 
mighiest law enforcement agencies of 
the nation tonight to capture the mur- 
derers of baby Lindbergh.

The focal point of this school of 
thought was the little white cover-all 
sleeping suit the child wore onthe 
night of the kidnaping. This was 
missing when the battered body, 
wasted to a skeleton, was stumbled 
upon in a woods by a negro truck- 
man yesterday less than five miles 
from the Lindbergh home. 

And—a garment purporting to ‘be 
this same sleeping suit was the 
“token” by which Colonel Lindbergh

Atlanta Lawyers Hear Howell 


Hit Archaic State Constitution 


“Georgia is the only state in the 
Union which is not operated under! Tt 
a democratic government,” said Clark 


Howell Sr., editor of The Constitu- 

tion and principal speaker at _ the 

monthly meeting of the Atlanta Law- 

yers’ Club at the eur Grady hotel 
riday night. 

“It is the only state whose repre- 
sentation in the state legislature is 
not based on population. Fulton 
county, with a population of 370,000 
persons, has only three representa- 
tives, while a county with only 200 
voters will have one representative. 
Naturally, the other counties are 
against« this much-needed revision in 
the constitution. which was readopt- 
ed last in 1877 in a period of re- 
construction. It is now archaic and 


useless,” Mr. Howell said. 

His chief criticism of the Geor- 
gia constitution was the fact that 
the governor and members of the leg- 
islature elected in November do not 
take office until the fourth Wednes- 
day of the following June, mean- 
while leaving the defeated officials in 
office- more than six months after 
the election of new men. “If the 
amendment which has been submitted 
to correct this is ratified in the gen- 
eral election in November,” Mr, 
Howell said. “the men then elected 
will take office at once, They will 
attend the 10-day session of the leg- 
islature in January and have a chance 
to propose new bills. This will save 
the usual waste of two weeks in the 
June session and also give them the 
intervening six months to study the 
hills and become acquainted with 
their duties.” 

Mr. Howell next discussed Geor- 
gia's laws, many of which, he said, 


were hangovers from the colonial pe- 
riod when the prisoner-debtors com- 
ing from England needed laws to de- 
fend them from their creditors. “In 
Georgia,” Mr. Howell said, “‘the crim- 
inal is given every opportunity to go 
unpunished, mainly by retrials and 
the hanging of juries, and other loop- 
holes in the law; which need to be 
corrected.” : 

Wellborn B. Cody, president of the 
club, presided and introduced Mr. 
Howell. Judge Arthur G. Powell 
announced that the Georgia Bar As- 
sociation would convene at Albany on 
June 2, 3 and 4, and that the courts 
of Fulton county would be adjourned 
at that time.

police. The prosecutor expects to re- 
ceive them tomorrow. 

An explanation of the kidnaping 
which he termed “a possibility, not a 
theory” was advanced thusly by Mar- 
shall—a resident of the Sourlands 
neighborhood took the baby, killed him 
and then by prearrangement with a 
New York gang turned over the sleep- 
ing garment to the gangsters on pay-

But for years their administration 
has been involved in constant wran- 
gling and efficiency-destroying ma- 
neuvering with the result that each 
year has been marked by a con- 
Stantly enlarging deficit.

the judicial system of Georgia con- 
tained in an‘address by Judge Blan- 
ton Fortson before the University 
of Georgia institute of public af- 
fairs, and the subsequent comment 
of Senator E. M. Williams, of Mon- 
roe, that ‘‘no division of the state 
government is in greater need of 
reform,’”’ should serve a good pur- 
pose in calling attention to the im- 
perfections of our judicial system. 
For years our leading jurists and 
lawyers have protested against the 
inadequacies and injustices of the 
present system—but ‘that is as far 
as it has gone. 

Judge Fortson charges that there 
is “no unity and control, admin- 
istrative head of our courts and no 
supervision of the work of any 
judge.” He criticises the useless 
expenditure of time and money re- 
quired to conclude litigation under 
rules of procedure so complex that 
many rights are either delayed or 
defeated. He feels that too much 
politics and too little security of 
tenure attend the judicial office in 
Georgia. 

While admitting that some im- 
provements can be brought about 
through _—ilegislative enactments, 
Judge Fortson favors a_ constitu- 
tional amendment which would 
bring our judicial system to a parity 
with those of other states which 
have the efficiency, uniformity and 
economy we lack. 

Georgia’s courts are operating 
under a system which has been out 
of date for more than a century. 
The ends of justice are frequently 
being defeated because of the ‘an- 
tequated .judicial structure that is 
costing our local and county gov- 
ernments and those citizens having 
business with the courts two or 
three times more than would be re- 
quired by a more efficient system.

Reminiscence. 

The other day I passed. through 
Cuiry-les-Chaudardes. It’s a quiet 
little hamlet where the peasants still 
look with fury at a passing automo- 
bile. Some geese waddled ahead on the 
main road. Dogs barked. An old 
woman looked out and nodded her 
head, eyeing me suspiciously. It was 


here by the moss-covered old tower 
that we assembled on the night of 
June 17, 1917. Assembled what was 
left of a battalion of 750. Somebody 
had thought out the plan to have us 
carry out a raid shortly after night- 
fall that evening. We needed some 
prisoners, it was said, to identify the 
troops opposite, perhaps worm some- 
thing out of them, too, about a com- 
ing attack. So prisoners were to be 
brought in. ‘ 

That’s not an easy job as anyone 
knows who has read “Journey’s End,” 
nor do men always feel so sportingly 
lighthearted about it as the charac- 
ters in that book. We crawled for- 
ward, eight of us. We safely cut 
through our own barbed-wire without 
arousing Fritz. Then another little 
stretch and we were up against the 
other fellow’s wire. 

I measured that stretch the other 
day. That’s why I say it was but a 
short distance. But that night in 1917 
it seemed a hundred thousand kilome- 
ters of muck, stink and puddles. Six 
men were to go ahead, cut through 
carefully, then bound into the enemy’s 
trench, snatch the first one at hand, 
knock him cold and drag him back. 
Two men were to 4 | in a shell hole 
ready with a load of hand grenades 
to throw in the path of any pursuers 
after the raid had been carried out.

Settlement of War Debts 
on Basis of Present Eco- 
nomic Conditions Urged 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 13. 
(/)—Settlement of World War debts 
based on present economic conditions 
and reduction or cancellation of rep- 
arations were urged today in a report 
approved by the committee on the 
state of the church of the Methodist 
Episcopal church. : : 

The report, which is subject.to ac- 
tion of the general c inference in ses- 
sion here, said such action was “in 
the interest of prosperity and peace 
of the world.” 

It also urged entrance of the United 
States into the “.eague of Nations. 


It declared for changes in the nat- 
uralization law to permit “conscien- 
tious objectors” to become citizens and 
for revision of Artic . 231 of the Ver- 
sailles treaty, charging Germany with 
sole guilt for the World War. 

This treaty article, the report said, 
could not “in justice” be maintained. 
“We believe,” it added, “that the 
time has come for the world to recog- 
nize that further reparations based 
upon this article should no longer be 
demanded of the German people.’ 

The government was petitioned to 
permit Methodists who have conscien- 
tious objection to military service the 
same exemption now enjoyed by Quak- 
ers and some other religious denomi- 
nations. 

The abolition of all military train 
ing in civilian educational institutions 
also was recommended. 

Earlier in the day the cotfcrence 
took action to send representatives to 
Chicago to urge that neither major 
political party adopt platform pjJanks 
containing repeal, nullification or ref- 
erendum plans for the 18th amend- 
ment. ’

NOME TAX PHASE

St. Petersburg Police Re- 
veal Plot To Abduct 
Daughter of Minister. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fia., May 13. 
(P\—A fantastic plot to kidnap the 
6-year-old daughter of a St. Peters- 
burg minister and attempt to extort 
$30,000 ransom from delegates at- 
tending the Southern Baptist con- 
vention here was revealed today with 
the arrest by authorities of two sus-

The plot fell through, officers ‘said, 
when one of the suspects “got cold 
feet” after reading about the slay- 
ing of the kidnaped Lindbergh child. 

The intended victim was little Edith 
Marie Gardner, daughter of Dr. Da- 
vid M. Gardner, pastor of the St. 
Petersburg First Baptist church, and 
general chairman of arrangements for 
the Baptist convention, which opened 
today. A 

Names of Edgar “Shine” Mote, 25, 
and Jerry Metz, 35, were given by the 
two men arrested.; They were hurried 
away from the city for safekeeping 
in an unnamed jail after authorities 
announced they were held. Metz be- 
came a member of Dr, Gardners 
church last Sunday night. 

Mote, officials said, confessed the 
plot, and named Metz as his asso- 
ciate. Officials also said they had 
signed statements from other persons, 
whom they did not name, revealing 
the full story. 

Learned of Plot. . 

Several days ago authorities learned 
of the plot through a man who told 
them he was approached to serve as

PROBE AT NORFOLK 


Burrage and Peacock Re- 
main Silent Awaiting 
Return of Curtis. 


NORFOLK. Va., May 13.—(@)— 
Police, instead of negotiators, played 
the leading roles here tonight in the 
epilogue of the Lindbergh kidnaping 
tragedy. 

An investigation at the request of 
New Jersey authorities was launched 
by the Norfolk police only a short 
while after the news came that the 
famous child had been found dead. 


The assistance of the local police was 
requested by Colonel H. Norman 
“e seeery ee Jersey state police 
ead, 

Director of Public Safety Charles 
B. Borland and Chief of Police 8S. W. 
Ironmonger, who have been quietly 
working on the ase for weeks, said 
the questioning of Norfolk inter- 
mediaries. 

Meanwhile, the two intermediaries 
here kept a tight-lipped silence on 
their negotiations as they awaited the 
return of their associate, John Hughes 
Curtis, questioned today by New Jer- 
sey authorities. 

Still evincing some lingering doubt 
that the dead baby found near Hope- 
well, N. J., was the kidnaped Lind- 
bergh child, the Very Rev. H. Dobson- 
Peacock said he was at a k.: to ac- 
count for certain facts he had learn- 
ed as an intermediary. He declined 
emphatically to reveal these facts. 

“I cannot understand,” he said, 
“why our group should have continued 
their part of the negotiations when it 
was understood that no advance pay- 
ment of ransom would be made. ere 
would have been no purpose in that 
if the baby was dead.’ 

Burr Silent. 

Rear Admiral Guy H. Burrage, re- 
tired, the third member of the trio, 
still refused tonight to make any com- 
pent. 

“IT have no statement at all to 
make,” he said in answer to all ques- 
tions. 

Although, the two declined to give 
the reason why they wished to keep 
secret the details of their work, it was 
assumed that they wished first to be 
assured by Mr. Curtis that no further 
investigation of their part would be 
made, 

During their negotiations, the three 
men repeatedly stated they were con- 
vinced that they were dealing with 
the kidnapers or their representatives. 
That evidence of this was considered 
convincing is shown by the hesitancy 
of the men to believe immediately the 
report that the child had been found 
dead while their various “: »ntacts” 
and negotiations were taking place. 
One piece of evidence, it was learned 
authoritatively, was a photograph of 
the baby. 

Colonel Lindbergh himself is known 
to have taken an active part in the 
Norfolk negotiations. He was reported 
to have made several cruises aboard 
the yacht Marcca, in the two weeks 
of repeated endeavors to make contact 
with what they believed to be the 
kidnapers’ boat off the Virginia coast. 
On one occasion, it was Jearned, a 
boat was sighted flying the colors 
agreed upon as a signal, while on an- 
other of the cruises the hoped-for con- 
tact was believed to have been near 
before the pupeence of a fishing vessel 
interrupted the maneuvers. 

Refuses Information, 

Captain F, H. Lackmann, skipper 
of the Marcon, said tonight he did not 
feel at liberty to give any information 
concerning these cruises until he had 
received word from Mr. Curtis. Cap- 
tain Lackmann said he too found it 
difficult to believe that. the dead baby 
discovered paterony was actually the 
Lindbergh baby. 

Mr. Curtis, president and part own- 
er of the Curtis Boat and En :ne Com 
pany, served as the principal Norfolk 
negotiator, since a “clue” was first 
presented to him about nine days after 
the baby was kidnaped.

World Informed of Tragedy + — 
Nine Hours Ahead of Father ~ 


Bereaved Mother Comes 
Close to Collapse During 
Dark Hours as Radio 
Seeks Husband at Sea. 


HOPEWELL, N. J., May 13.—( 
The world knew the tragedy of Charles 
A; Lindbergh Jr., nine hours before 
Colonel Lindbergh himself was advised 
aboard a yacht off Cape May, N. J., 
that the search was at an end, 

The news found him still carrying 
on his desperate effort to get the 
baby back alive. 

In those nine dark hours Anne Lind- 
bergh came closer to nervous collapse 
than she had in the 73 days that had 
elapsed since the night the baby was 
snatched from its crib near Hopewell, 

But with the arrival of her hus- 
band after a speedy dash from Atlantic 
City, Mrs, Lindbergh was reported to 


have improved, and today Dr. Jobn 
Grier Hibben declared the.mother was 
bearing up as bravely as she had all 
the while. Mrs. Lindbergh is expect- 
ing another ehild within a few months. 

It was not clear just why Colonel 
Lindbergh had not been reached imme- 
diately by radio aboard his unnamed 
yacht because secret radio call sig- 
nals had been arranged so that he 
could be summoned instantly.. 

When finally the radio room caught 
the news, the craft was put about 
and raced at full speed for the nearest 
port, Atlantie City.

after midnight. 

The craft was proceeding slowly up 
the coast off Atlantic City when the 
first of the messages came through, 
and the skipper who knew the coast- 
line perfectly, put in immediately at 
Atlantic City. 

Colonel Lindbergh, alone, leaped 
from the yacht as it swung in and in 
an instant he was off, presumably in 
a police car, for his Hopewell estate.

lanton, who is an ayowed pacifist, 
repeatedly referred to the Georgian 
as “General Parker, who won the 
World War,” and insisted that some 
2,000 officers of the army could be 
dropped from the pay rolls of the gov- 
ernment without injuring our military 


wer. 
“In view of the unkind things which 
the gentleman from Texas has seen 
fit to say of me,” said Representative 
Parker, “I wish to say that although 
I was not a general of the army, I 
was a captain during the late World 
War and have worn the uniform of 
my country as a regular army officer. 
as a reserve officer and as a national 
guard officer. 

“And I have never found it neces- 
sary at any time or place to apologize 
to anybody for having worn the uni- 
form. I have tried to wear it honor- 
ably and I shall not apolegize to a 
professional fanatic like the  gentle- 
man from Texas, who calls himself a 
statesman.” i

erence to his army service and to 
Blanton. He said he was not drafted

Major Frank McIntire, attorney for

The highway engineer was shot 
after Marshall is alleged to have dis- 
regarded a pgs not to drive over 
fresh cement on a highway repair job 
directed by Merrell.

There was no sign warning 
motorists against crossing. 

“The engineer replied: “Because | 
say so, adding, ‘I don’t like your 
manner. The engineer then ordered 
Mr. Marshall to step out into the road. 
Mr. Merrell was a man of more than 
six feet, and weighed over 200 pounds. 
Mr. Marshall, who is suffering from 
high blood pressure, replied, ‘I am not

Attorney McIntire said Merrell re- 
plied there was a way of equalizing 
the physical difference between the 
two and warned Marshall to prepare 
himself.

States with Latin America and the League. 


zones of Latin America. he ‘pointed 
that most of Latin America, especially our 
nearest neighbors, was slowly becoming In- 
dianized, as had been predicted by the great 
Yucatan patriot, Felipe Carrillo Puerto. 
Yet each republic was at the same time 
also -individualizing its culture and charac- 
teristics. 
he said, “‘than Europe: moreover, 
the number of separate entities are 
creasing as in Europe again.”’ He men- 
tioned north and South Brazil as likely to 
benefit from separation. The Monroe doc- 
trine he described as a great defense against 
foreign imperialism, but no guarantee 
against our own ambitions, whereas the 
League of Nations was a world form for 
the voicing of all real and imaginary griev- 
ances against the United States. ‘‘Latin 
Americans and others command many votes 
in the assembly, and several in the coun- 
cil. North Americans will always be out- 
numbered. If we are willing to have the 
world, starting with Abyssinians, Afghans 
and Albanians, sit In judgment over United 
States marines abroad, well and good.’’ 

The speaker urged a clear, modern defi- 
nition of the Monroe doctrine, issued with 
the approval of Latin America, and the an- 
nouncement that no attempt to join the 
League would be made during the next 
four years. The constant contradiction be- 
tween the humanitarian thoughts of some 
educated Americans and the subjective views 
of the public at large, the conflicts be- 
tween legislative, executive and state pow- 
er inherent to the constitution, the san- 
guine promises made to European leaders 
by a small elite of advanced Americans 
could only lead to more misunderstanding 
and suspicion. Moral isolation was the 
necessary attitude until mutual grievances 
and misgivings have subsided and Latin 
Americans have learned that the United 
States understand their peculiar position, 
sympathize with their culture and harbor 
no desire to convert them to American 
points of view.
